The greatest and most impressive 
parade ever held on Memorial day in 
Atlanta commemorated the confeder- 
ate dead yesterday, ending with 
grand assemblage at Oakland ceme- 
tery, where orators told of the heroes 
and deeds of the civil war. 

Veterans of the war between the 
states, Members of the Georgia state 
troops, the Seventeenth infantry of 
United States troops, military schools, 
students and school children, all were 
in the procession which extended for 
many blocks between packed rows of 
onlookers. From the junction of the 
Peachtrees, where the parade began, to 
Oakland cemetery the citizens of At- 
sidewalks. Never 
has a greater crowd witnessed 
event of the kind Atlanta.

When the cemetery reached 
General] A. J. West, of the confederate 
army, introduced Dr. Clarence J. 
Owens, past commander-in-chief of 
the United Sons of Confederate Vet- 
erans, who delivered the address of 
the day. The thin ranks of the vet- 
erans stood at attention while Dr. 
Owens talked, their numbers. sadly 
lessened since even last Memorial day. 
Many of them were very tired from 
the 2-mile march, but in spite of this 
not a man stood less erect and not a 
man drooped. It was the memory of 
the men they fought and bled beside 
they were honoring, and they took 
pride in undergoing the physical suf- 
fering caused by the long march in 
order that they might again sound taps 
over the men who had been less fortu- 
nate in battle. 

When the orator wag finished a sol- 
emn prayer was said for the dead, the 
buglers sounded taps and a royal ga- 
lute was fired. The audience of 6,000 
people stood with uncovered heads, 
and many of them were visibly moved. 
Only a few moments before, in Spite 
of themselves, the strains of “Dixie’”’ 
had caused them to yell a warlike 
tribute to the days when the confed- 
eracy was a country and not merely a 
beloved name.

Every age was represented when 
Grand Marshal J. D. Dunwody gave 
the command “forward.” In front was 
a platoon of police and Governor 
Brown and his staff, closely followed by 
the orderly ranks of bronzed United 
States troops. Commanded by Colone] 
E. Kk. Pomeroy, the first appearance of 
the first Atlanta regiment since the 
civil war was greeted with enthusias- 
tic cheers.

When the police reached the meat 
market Jenks and Camp had departed, 
and Chief Jett ordered his men to 
search the city in an effort to locate 
them. Witnesses who were in the shop 
at the time told Call Officers McWil- 
liams and Roberts that Jenks and 
Camp were drunk when they entered 
the shop, and started an argument over

EXECUTIVE'S STATEMENT 
ABSURD UNTRUTH, HE SAYS 


In Scathing Sentences Colonel 
Accuses His Opponent With 
Insincerity and Feebleness, 
and Asserts He Has Yielded 
to Bosses and Great Priv- 
ileged Interests. 


PRESIDENT, RED WITH ANGER, 
RENEWS FIGHT ON ROOSEVELT 


Newark, N. J., April 26.—Presi- 
dent Taft renewed in Newark to- 
night his attack in Colonel Theodore 
Roosevelt. Carrying his “fighting” 
campaign into New Jersey, the 
president spoke to several thousand 
people in the armory here. He did 
not reply to Mr. Roosevelt's charges 
in detail, but tried to make it plain 
that, in his opinion, Mr. Roosevelt 
knew most of the charges to be 
groundless. 

“If I consulied my own wish,” 
said the president, “il would be 
silent under Mr. Roosevelt's attack, 
and trust to the future to vindi- 
cate me. But I am forced against 
the wall, with my back to it, and 
I'm bound, if 1 have any manhood, 
to fight.”’ 

The president spoke with evident 
emotion. He walked the platform, 
pounded the rail in front of him, 
and, <s he warmed up to his sub- 
ject, grew red in the face with 
anger. 


Worcester, Mass., April 26.—Denun- 
ciation of President Taft was Colonel 
Roosevelt's reply tonight to the presi- 
dent's attack upon him yesterday. Some 
of Colonel Roosevelt's assertions were: 

That President Taft has not given 
the- people of the country “a square 
deal,” but that owing to a “quality of 
feebleness,” he had “ylelded to the 
bosses and the great privileged inter- 
ests.” 

That one part of the president's at- 
tack upon him was “the crookedest 
kind of a deal,” and “deliberate misrep- 
resentation. 

That the presidént has not merely in 
thought, word and deed been disloyal 
to our past friendship, but has been 
disloyal to every canon of ordinary 
decency and fair dealing such as should 
obtain even in dealing with a mans bit- 
terest opponents.”

When Colonel Roosevelt reached here, 
it ‘the beginning of his Massachusetts 
trip, he found the streets thronged.

I have never 
tiluded to him in terms even remotely 
resembling these. I have never quoted 
bis private letters or private commu- 
nications. I have discussed exclusively 
bis public actions Even where I was 
pbliged to be severe I was alWays par- 
filamentary, and ne -er 
Nor do I intend today to deviate from 
this standard, although the president's 
speech makes it ‘necessary for me to 
speak more plainly on certain subjects 
than I have yet spoken.”

In thought or deed had he ‘been _ dis- 
loyal in his friendship for me. It is 
hard for me to answer such a state- 
ment, save by calling it the grossest 
and most astounding hypocrisy. When 
Mr, Taft made that statement he had

“When Mr. Taft takes the action he 
did he has not merely in thought, word 
and deed been disloyal] to our past 
friendship, but has been disloyal to 
every .canon of ordinary decency and 
fair dealing such as should obtain even 
in dealing with a man's bitterest op- 
ponents.

“This is not an exceptional instance 
of how he behaved to me. The same 
course was followed last summer in 
connection with the Tennessee Coal 
and Iron Company. The assaults upon 
me by Mr. Taft's campaign managers, 
made in Washington, under Mr, Taft's 
very eyes, have been foul to the verge 
of indecency. But remember, I am not 
complaining of these things; | care 
nothing for Mr. Taft's personal atti- 
tude toward me; I allude to it only in 
passing and merely because Mr. ‘Taft 
lays such emphasis on the matter.”

“Mr. Taft says that the influence of 
federal otficeholders at the Chicago 
convention this year will be less et- 
fective for one candidate than ever 
before in the history of the -party. 
This is not only an untruth, but it is 
an absurd untruth. Never in thirty 
years’ close observation have I seen 
such scandalous abuse of the patronage 
as of this year. 


ABUSE OF PATRONAGE 
DONE DIRECTLY BY TAFT 


“Some of the abuse of patronage has 
been done directly by Mr. Taft himeelt, 
as in the case of the various North 
Carolina nominations. Moreover, does 
Mr. Taft think that the people have 
forgotten the letter hig secretary sent 
out as to restoring to the insurgent 
senators the patronage of which ue 
had deprived them? aiaving ali these 
facts in view, it is simply astounding 
that Mr. Taft should venture the as- 
gertion that he has not used the fed- 
eral patronage to Jefraud politics. 

“Mr. Taft states that I adviseg him 
to have a meeting with Mr. Cannon. I 
advised him to meet everyone, to con- 
sult with everyone, to try to get on 
with everyone. But no less emphatic- 
ally 1 advised him to follow’ my ex- 
ample, to consult freely with all the 
politicians and to try to get on with 
them, Dut where the politicians split 
off from the people then to stand with 
the people and not with the politicians; 
and it is precisely this that he failed 
to do. 

“It is a most curious thing that Mr. 
Taft should actually criticise me for 
having assailed him about the Payne 
tariff law, «as a matter of fact I have 
eagerly endeavored to praise Mr. Taft 
wherever I possibly couid and I have 
merely kept silence where I disagreed.

Turning to President Taft's state- 
ments in regard to a third term, Colo- 
nel Rooseveit declared that the danger 
lay only in more than two conseuctive 
terms, which might afford opportunity 
for the executive to intrench himself 
in power. 

“Mr. Taft, without my permission,” 
he continued, “has quoted entire let- 
ters from me written in answer to let- 
ters of his, which were marked ‘confi- 
dential.’ I shall so far avail myself of 
his example as to quote four lines of a 
letter from him to me which was not 
marked ‘confidential.’ It was written 
shortly after he became president. It 
runs: 

“"*] can never forget that the power 
I now exercise was voluntarily trans- 
ferred from you to me and that I am 
under obligation to you to see to it 
that your judgment in selecting me as 
your successor and bringing about the 
succession shall be vindicated accora- 
ing to the standards which vou and I 
in conversation have aiways formu- 
lated.’ It is a bad trait to bite the 
hand that feeds you. 

‘No other man in this country was 
as much interested as I was in having 
Mr. Taft succeed. No other man with 
my principles and convictions has sup- 
ported him for so long a time and has 
so bitterly regretted being unable to 
support him for a longer time. I 
eagerly sought every opportunity to 
stand by him and long after I felt deep 
in my heart that he was unfit to lead 
his people I refused to acknowledge 
the fact myself and struggled to con-

vince myself that he was fit and 
clutched at every opportunity to back 
him up. ; 

“Until less than a year ago I kept 
desperately hoping that elther Mr. Taft 
himself would, at least, show himself 
reasonably fit for the task before him 
or that if he failed some one else 
would arise to whom the people could 
turn.

Washington, April 26.—(Special.)— 
As illustrating the grievous frauds in 
the pension bureau, Representative 
Samuel J. Tribble, of Georgia, today 
used the case*of James C. Black, for 
the past nine years president of the 
civil service commission, as an exam- 
ple, 
He charged that “General” Black, in 
addition tO drawing $4,500 a year as 
salary in the position of head of the 
civil service, has been on the pension 
rolis since 1878, drawing $100 a month. 
In the report of the senate committee 
made in May, 1878, it was stated of Mr. 
Black that “from 1874 until this day 
he. had been an invalid. He is now a 
physical wreck, maimed and disabted 
in capable of any effort, and much of 
the time confined to his bed.” Con- 
gress, in view of this distressing con- 
dition of Mr. Black, voted him a pen- 
sion of $1,200 a year. 

In 18385, said Mr, Tribble, General 
Black was made United States commis- 
sioner. 
ber of congress, but resigned in De- 
ember, 1894. In 1896 he was appoint- 
ed United States district attorney for 
the northern district of Illinois and 
served for four years. In 1903 he be- 
came a member of the civil service 
commission. The main purpose of this 
service is to protect deserving em- 
ployees from being made the football 
of politics, and also to raise tue per- 
sonnel of Uncle Sam's working force. 

It is true that Mr. Black wags in the 
civil war and he did smell gunpowder. 
He was a lieutenant and afterwards 
colonel of the Thirty-seventh regiment 
of lllinois infantry and received a 
wound in the line of duty. From Au- 
gust, 1866, when he was discharged, 
until July, 1877, he received $30 a 
month, then $50 a month for a year, 
and since 1878 has been drawing $100 
a month. This pensions was paid him 
for total disability, despite the fact 
that he was in the meantime drawing 
the salary and presumably discharging 
the duties of a member of congress 
for two years, as a United States dis- 
trict attorney for four years and as a 
civil service commissioner for nine 
years.

HANG MAY 24 


Dublin Man Sentenced for the 
Murder of Mrs. Ella 


Doston. 


Dublin, Ga., April 26.—(Special.)— 
The jury in the case of Steve Thomp- 
kins, charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Ella Doston, returned a verdict of 
guilty this morning at 9 o'clock. 

The jury was charged by Judge 
Hawkins at 11 o’clock last night, but 
did not reach a verdict until this morn- 
ing. But few were in the court room 
when the jury came in, The court 
was engaged in the trial of a negro 
for assault and battery, but suspended 
long enough to receive the verdict. 

Thompkins showed no emotions 
when the verdict was read, but shortly 
after leaned over on the seat in front 
of him and buried his face in his 
hands. Evidently Sheriff Flanders felt 
that the man wanted the quietude of 
his cell, for he quietly conducted him 
through the rear door of the court 
room to the jail, where he could escape 
the gaze of a curious public. When 
court reconvened after the noon hour 
the prisoner was brought in, and Judge 
Hawkins sentenced him to’hang on 
Friday, May 24. 

The execution will be in private, 
and witnessed only by the executing 
officer, a sufficient guard, the relatives 
of the criminal and such clergymen 
and friends as he may desire. When 


the judge asked if he had anything to/'} 


say why sentence of death should not 
be pronounced upon him, he replied 
that he was innocent, and had not had 
a fair trial; that he had been unable 
to employ counsel; that his boys had 
promised to help him, but they had 
failed to do it; that counsel the court 
appointed to represent him had not had 
sufficient time to prepare his case. He 
spoke with a clear voice, but his fea- 
tures trembeled while the judge was 
passing sentence, and for the first 
time during the trial did he seem to 
realize that he must pay the penalty 
of his crime with his own life. 

A peculiar coincidence of the entire 
case is the fact that the shooting was 
done on Friday, April 5. Mrs. Diston 
died on Friday, April 19, and the ver- 
dict of guilty against Thompkins was 
mo tl on Friday, April 26, and he 
was sentenced to hang on Friday, May 
24. His lawyers have filed motion for 
a new trial

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UNCLE SAM SENDS 
SHIP TO MEXICO 


Army Transport Bufort | Will 
Bring Home the Stranded 
American Refugees. 


Washington, April 26.—The army 
transport Buford will leave San Fran- 
cisco Sunday for the west coast of 
Mexico to pick up any American refu- 
gees who may. wish to leave the coun- 
try. The Buford will visit Topolo- 
bampo, Altata, Mazatlan, all in the 
state of Sinaloa; San Blas, Tepic, Man- 
Zanillo, in Colima, and Acapulco, in 
Guerrere. The vessel is sent at the 
request of the state department after 
urgent requests from many Americans 
stranded in the Mexican states bor- 
dering the Pacific. 

Since the rebels began to make head- 
way in their operations along the Pa- 
cific coast, communication has been 
cut with many of the interior towns 
where Americans are known to reside. 

This has left the state department 
without any tnformation as to the 
safety of these people, and this in the 
face of numerous reports of the wan- 
ton acts of both bandits and Organized 
rebels. 

Constant appeals came to the state 
department to use some method of 
ascertaining the welfare of these peo- 
ple. 

Today’s reports to the state depart- 
ment declare the situation through- 
out Mexico as generally growing 
worse. Bands of marauders are caus- 
ing much uneasiness by thelr activity. 

While the Buford is a government 
vessel, stress is laid upon the fact that 
there will be no United States soldiers 
aboard and the only persons bearing 
United States commissions besides 
Quartermaster Ely will be the’ doc- 
tors and some members of the hos- 
pital corps, taken along to look after 
the sick amone the refugees. 

State department advices indicate 
there are perhaps 500 Americans like- 
ly to avail themselves of this opportu- 
nity to leave Mexico. About 200 of 
these are at Les Mochis and vicinity, 
and probably 3?00 more are scattered 
down the coast as far south as Salina 
Cruz.

The wireless dispatch, which came 
to the company from the cable ship 
Mackay-Bennett, gives additional iden- 
tifications of forty-nine of the hereto- 
fore unknown recovered dead on the 
cable ship. Among others the bodye of 
Colonel John Jacob Astor and Isidor 
Straus have been embalmed. Of the 
205 dead on board the Mackay-Bennett, 
the names of ninety-one have been 
sent ashore by wireless. The dispatch 
reads as follows:
